Purchasing daffodil and narcissus 
bulbs can be a. difficult business for 
Ihe noslcc gardener — not because 
they are hard to coma by, for drug 
stores, supermarkets and even the 
comer stores are getting Into the 
bulb-selling business — but because 
there Is such a bewildering array of 
varieties to ctwose from. It occurred 
to me It might serve a uselul pur- 
poae If I listed s few of the less ex¬ 
pensive kinds which have done well 
In my garden. 

First. I guess we had better cWaii 
up this daffodil nardnsus business. A 
daffodil Is a nardasua, but a nar-, 
dsaus lan'f necessarily a daffodil. All 
of them—Jonquils too—are narclaal, 
and the word daffodil Is really a 
nickname for the largetrumpet kinds, 
both yellow and while

For my money. Jual about the 
moat reliable poet a narclreut fj 
garden decoration la Cheerfulneasv 
with several double white flowers on 
each stem, each with a faint lingo 
of green, making a cool and lovely 
appearance, aapedally In Urge group- 
Inga , 

In the Tiiandrus group, my choice 
la one called SUver Chimes-not too 
well known hereabouts, but a rew 
beauty. SUver Chlmee could easily 
be mistaken lor a Paperwhite nar¬ 
cissus, with six or seven flowers per 
stem, but the Individual flowers are 
hifgar. and with thicker, stronger 
petals. . 

I have never been able to work 
up loo much enthusiasm for Ihe 
double daffodUs. for tlie best of them 
seem somewhat blowsy and over¬ 
blown lo my eye compared to the 
i-hasie lines of the singles. Thla Is a 
personal thing, though, and If you 
like doubles, a good weatherproof 
variety la Twink. In creamy yeHow 
and orange. 


Coming now to those varieties 
with smaUer trumpets, one of the 
moat popular and outstanding Is For¬ 
tune. This Is a gem of a flower. In 
clear yellow with a beautifully frilled 
cup of glowing orange. 

Croesus, another variety of the 
same general type, has creamy white 
petals ami a cup of clear orange gold.
